ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 


A continuous web of cigarette paper or other wrap- 
ping material, particx^larly for smokers' products, is split 
by a pair of rotary kir^ves into two strips which are fed 

4 to discrete strip proces^sing units, such as wrapping units 

5 for rod-like tobacco fillers* If the width of the web 
=g 6 and/ or of one strip or both \strips departs from a predeter- 

7 mined width, the web is shifted sideways and/or at least
